"It's been pnecty cool, to be honesL It's been 
gratifying. There were a loi of peopfe who have 
been helping us over the years puttin.g this 
together, really wanted us to expand a little 
quicker than we were ready to go. so we put 
our foot down and said+'Not We're going dp this 
die right way, our way and based on quality, not 
quantity' Being able to make that San Bernardino 
show a destination, rather than a stop in a series 
of different stops, has been really gratifying. We've 
been able to expand and grow and Feally make 
it everything that we vvanted It to be. It was 
irnportant to us; it's not just a festival. it‘s our 
name, We put a bt of stock in making sure it*s 
Completely representative of what we're all about 
That's not to say that It vvon't expand even more 
next year, but it will expand fn the right way, and 
It will expand at a rate we're comfortable with- 
But It’s great; it'$ ooe of those things that I can 
nemember talking about with Clown, y'know* 1 3 
years ago - ‘Maybe one day we can have this thing 
that's representative of us, that backs up our 
vi ew of what music can be and should beJ I'm 
very proud of It." 


ASA FINAL WORD, DO YOU THtNK THIS 
Wia BE THE LAST VME WE SEE YOU ON 
THE GRAY CHAPTER CYCLE? 

“'Maybe... I hesitate to say 'yes' because I'd hate 
to look a fool in retrospect, but as It stands right 
no#, it looks that way... But, you know, things can 
change at a moment's notice. . 


AND WHAT Will COME FOR YOU AFTER

"That's a damn good question. A bit of downtime, 
but not too much, because me.

THIS MONTH, FIGHTSTAR ARE RELEASING THEIR FIRST ALBUM IN 
HALF A DECADE. IT'S SAFE TO SAY CHARLIE SIMPSON IS PRETTY 
EXCITED... BUT WHAT ABOUT ALL THOSE BUSTED RUMOURS?! 


_ IT’S BEEN AN interesting few 
weeks for Charlie Simpson. Just 
as he’s been preparing to unleash 
Fightstar’s fourth album, Behind 
The Devil’s Back, the rumour mill began to 
run wild with stories of him rejoining Busted. 
It wasn’t exactly helpful for the poor bloke. 
We thought we’d check in with the man 
himself to find out exactly what was going on 
in his world. . . 

HI, CHARLIE! IT'S BEEN FIVE YEARS 
SINCE FIGHTSTAR RELEASED AN 
ALBUM. HAVE YOU BEEN WRITING 
ALL THIS TIME? 

”1 literally had not written anything that would 
be used for Fightstar When I did my solo 
stuff, I was very much focused on that. I don’t 
like to do two things at once I like to have 
a creative mind-set that’s for one project, 
and my projects are usually very different, 
so I had five years of pent-up creativity. I 
started playing around with new sounds 
and soundscapes; getting riffs that were a lot 
heavier and a lot more expansive. It was a fun 
record to write and there was no pressure. 
We were just doing it for ourselves.There 
was no endgame past making a record.” 

WERE YOU NERVOUS ABOUT 
DOING A NEW ALBUM, OR 
WORRIED THAT THE OTHER GUYS 
MIGHT NOT BE INTO IT? 

”1 think the stumbling block we had was the 
time, because we all have a lot going on in 
our lives. We’ve all had kids. And then Alex 
[Westaway, vocals/guitar] and Dan [Haigh, 
bass] had started a production company, 
which became their main job. It was just a 
case of, 'Can we actually physically do this?’ 
We really didn’t want to do it half-baked. We 
wanted to fully commit ourselves to a record, 
and that takes a lot of time, you know? 
Basically, the way we saw it was, if we couldn’t 
commit ourselves to do this properly, we 
shouldn’t do it at all.” 


HOW DID YOU AU FEEL THE FIRST 
TIME YOU STARTED PLAYING 
TOGETHER AGAIN? 

“It felt weird screaming again because it had 
been five years. I remember going into the 
studio and I started screaming and everyone 
was like, ‘Dude, are you doing it right? It 
doesn’t sound like your normal scream.’ It 
took a while to get back into that mind-set. . .” 

so, WHAT CAUSED THE SPLIT IN 
THE FIRST PLACE? 

“It was the right time. It had been five years 
on the road or in the studio, nonstop. We 
hadn’t taken a break, and I just felt in my 
mind that I shouldn’t try to put another 
Fightstar record out. I just wasn’t in the right 
headspace to do it. We were all tired and 
we needed the break. Even if I hadn’t gone 
and done solo stuff, I think we would have 
taken a break anyway. We would have just 
done nothing. If we’d gone into a record at 
that point, I don’t think it would have been 
particularly good.” 

IT'S REALLY HEAVY IN PLACES. DID 
YOU JUST THINK, 'LET'S GO ALL 
OUT UNTIL IT'S ALMOST SILLY?' 

“Yeah! I look back at some of the riffs on our 
old records and I think, ‘That’s not as heavy 
as I’d like it to sound.’Then I would listen to 
an Architects album and think, ‘How is that 
so heavy?!’ and realise that it’s partly down to 
seven-string guitars.The frequency is much 
lower and so much more expansive. So, I 
think that made a difference, and obviously 
the riffs on this record were a conserved 
effort to make it all heavier” 

DO YOU THINK THIS IS A 
PERMANENT THING? 

“Yeah, man. I haven’t really thought too far 
ahead and haven’t thought too far ahead 
for the last five years or so. I’ll take it as it 
comes. We want to do this full-on, though. 
We’re a band again.” 


BUT WOULDN'T IT BE WICKED IF 
SOMEONE FOUND OUT ABOUT 
FIGHTSTAR THROUGH THE BUSTED 
STORIES AND PUT THE ALBUM ON. 
THAT OPENING TRACK'S SO HEAVY 
IT'S ALMOST FUNNY... 

“Now that would be pretty cool {laughs)\ 
People are always shocked when they hear 
Fightstar for the first time, because I don’t 
think they’re expecting something that heavy. 
Wouldn’t it be funny if a Busted fan heard 
Sharp Tongue? Sharp Tongue is pretty balls- 
out. . . It’s far heavier than what we’ve done 
before. And, you know, I don’t think it is being 
heavy for heavy’s sake. That’s how I feel about 
the record as a whole, I think it works. . . It’s 
a natural progression from where we have 
come from. It’d be funny, though {laughs}!’

If Andy Biersack is the lean, clean contender 
who’s yet to lose a bout, then Ben Bruce is 
the fighter who got knocked to the canvas but 
refused to stay down. 

In January of this year, former Asking 
Alexandria frontman Danny Worsnop dealt his long-time 
friend and bandmate what must have felt like a body 
blow. In a single short phone call, he confirmed that he 
was leaving the band, and followed this up with a public 
statement via his Twitter account. 

“To all of my friends and fans: I would like to let you 
know that Asking Alexandria and I are moving forward in 
separate ways. . . I now, same as then, want what’s best for 
the band and at this point in time, that isn’t me,’’ he said. 

So, at the time, did receiving that one-two feel like a 
knock-out blow? 

“I guess it did somewhat,” 
says the guitarist after a brief 
pause.“But it certainly didn’t 
come out of the blue. It wasn’t 
like, ‘Round One: Fight! Bang!’ 

It actually felt like it was round 
fucking 1 0. It was something 
that had been building up for 
years. It wasn’t a shocic, it was 
more, ‘It’s finally happened, let’s 
pick ourselves up off the floor.’” 

Was there ever any chance 
that you were going to be out 
for the count; that AA might have been over? 

“No, we definitely knew we were going to carry on. 
We could have let it take hold of us and given up. We 
could have stayed bitter and angry, but we didn’t. We 
were very quick to find Denis and welcome him into the 
family, and we’ve been positive ever since.” 

T he Denis that Ben’s referring to is, of course, Denis 
Stoff- the Ukrainian vocalist plucked from relative 
obscurity to replace Danny Worsnop and who, 

Ben says, was instrumental in getting the band to put away 
their negativity and move on. When Ben first started 
writing for Asking Alexandria’s upcoming fourth album, 
every song seemed to deal with “the Danny situation” 
until “Denis came in and said, ‘Why? There’s no need to 
dwell on the past. . . We’ve got other things to say.’” 

Did it take a fresh perspective from someone who 
hadn’t been involved over these past few years to see that? 

“I think so, because the four of us were obviously 
upset, but then when Denis came into the band, he 
brought in a whole new energy. He didn’t come in pissed 
off - he came in excited and happy, and that helped make 
us excited and happy again. So, it all worked out for the 


best. I feel like this album definitely would have been a lot 
darker and more spiteful if we hadn’t taken the time to 
rewrite a lot of the lyrics. Dwelling on all that bitterness, 
it’s counter-productive, there’s no point in it. We have a 
voice and we have a lot more that we want to say, rather 
than just focusing and dwelling on the past.” 

That’s not to say the as-yet-untitled album skirts the 
split completely. 

“There’s still an element of it in there,” Ben nods. 
“There are songs that you’ll hear and people will go, ‘Oh, 
that’s definitely about Danny,’ but for the most part the 
record doesn’t really focus on that.” 

Denis was supposed to make his live debut with the 
band at two UK shows in Manchester and London on 
May 3 1 and June I , but they were forced to cancel at the 
last minute due to visa problems. He ended up playing 
his first Asking show at the Rock For People festival in 
the Czech Republic a few 
days later. More Euro fests 
followed, but it was when 
they hit the Warped Tour in 
the U.S. that their new singer 
really started his trial by fire. 
In boxing terms, you could 
liken it to a training camp 
where the whole band could 
hone their fitness. 

“It’s a gruelling tour to 
be thrown into,” laughs Ben. 
“It’s hot, the days are long, 
the schedules are hectic, but it was definitely a good 
warm-up for Denis. Now, we’re like a well-oiled machine. 
We’re back in the swing again, so when we get back to 
the UK we’re all going to be completely on point.” 

There’s no doubt that the Warped Tour can be a lot 
of hard work, but it also has a reputation for being a 
playground of debauchery and excess. Asking Alexandria 
have certainly experienced more than their fair share of 
all that. On their first taste ofWarped in 20 1 I , Ben says 
they were routinely served with an Sam summons to 
report to tour founder and boss Kevin Lyman’s mobile 
office, where they would be berated “like naughty 
schoolchildren” for partying too hard and getting into 
fights.They would then be punished, he laughs, by being 
given an early morning opening slot for the day. 

Four years on. Asking Alexandria are still a band that 
like to have fun. Denis is reportedly no lightweight in the 
partying stakes but, crucially, Ben claims, they’re more 
focused now than ever. 

And while the band had to fight to get back on their 
feet, the guitarist and founding member says the one thing 
they’ve not had to battle for is the acceptance of the fans. 

“We must have played about 80 shows by this point

T o hear Ben tell it, everything was very far from 
awesome towards the end with Danny. For his 
replacement, though, joining Asking Alexandria 
was a huge step up from his previous bands Make 
Me Famous and Down & Dirty. Everything was 
exciting and fresh, and that sense of excitement 
rubbed off.The other members found themselves 
enjoying aspects of being in a band that they’d 
long-since got jaded about. 

“It even went as far as just playing live,” Ben 
nods.“For a long time we were just like, ‘Ugh, 
we have to play live again. . .’ It wasn’t because 
we didn’t appreciate the fans or enjoy what we 
do, it’s because our previous frontman didn’t 
enjoy being onstage with us any more. So, it just 
dragged the morale of the whole group down. 

“Since Denis joined he’s just stoked every time 
we get onstage.You can tell by the energy he 
throws out to the crowd, and it’s rubbed off on all 
of us. I’ve had people coming up to me all summer 
saying, ‘It’s great to see how happy you look again. I 
haven’t seen you look that happy in years.’” 

This sense of rejuvenation has also carried 
through to the new album which, Ben says, is all 
but finished and should see the light of day early in 
the new year. Having scrapped those early Danny 
fixated lyrics and a bunch of musical compositions 
written with their former singer in mind, Ben 
struck up a new writing partnership with Denis. 

“Denis has been very involved, which is 
refreshing,” he says.“For a lot of the writing, he 
wasn’t actually in the country, but we’d talk every day 


on the phone, I would send songs and he would send 
notes and we’d just go back and forth for hours. He’d 
put vocals on so I’d wake up in the morning and have 
a song with vocals on it waiting in my inbox. Danny 
would never do anything. I’d give him a song and he’d 
go, ‘This is shit, it’s too heavy, but if I have to do it, I 
will.’ So, it’s been a nice experience this time around. 
Everyone’s been involved and everyone’s been stoked 
on every song.” 

When it came to actually recording the album, 
things were also more focused than they’d been

in the past. Danny had talked before of turning up 
at the studio and waiting for inspiration to strike 
when it came to writing the lyrics.The flipside 
being that sometimes it wouldn’t. 

“It’s a lot less stressful now,” Ben smiles.“We 
turn up and we already know what we want to do: 
what we want to sing about and what we want to 
write about. It’s just made for a much better time in 
the studio, /know? I can’t tell you how stressful it 
is to turn up and nothing’s prepared. It’s like, ‘Well, 
what do we do now?’ You’re paying for all the time 
in the studio and you’re sitting there spending half

your time just figuring out what you want the song 
to be about. It’s not a good way of doing things.” 

A ccording to Ben, the band are itching to get 
the album - which, he says, will see them 
return to a heavier, scream-laden sound 
while also containing their “most stadium-rock 
anthems” - finished and out in the public realm. 

“We’re all extremely focused on launching the 
new album. Our heads are in the game and we’re 
raring to go. At this point, we’re actually getting 
frustrated things aren’t moving fast enough,” he says. 

Before we get to the album, though, we have the 
small matter of AA co-headlining Warped UK. 

So, Ben, you’re U.S. residents with a Ukrainian 
singer - does this still feel like a homecoming? 

“Oh, 100 per cent!” he declares.“The band 
started in England, all our families are there and we 
still go home every year. We fly the flag for Britain 
all around the globe. We’ve never turned our back 
on the UK for a second.” 

And having had to cancel those UK shows back 
in May and June, do you feel like you have to return 
with a real knockout show to make it up to fans? 

“Definitely, and we’re obviously doing a whole 
UK tour after the Warped show. We definitely want 
to make it up to everyone for having had to cancel 
before. We’ve brought a shit-ton of production, 
we’ve created a set list we think everyone’s going 
to fall in love with. We’re tight, we’re ready; I don’t 
think we can be any more prepared to put on the 
best show of our lives than we are right now.”

J osh Homme is in a playful mood. Eagles 

Of Death Metal are back and he’s greeting 
Kerrangl, inviting us to pull up a bar stool, with 
designs on explaining how the world has been 
falling apart completely in their absence. Luckily 
for us all, they’ve returned to save humanity. . . 

“Since the last EODM record, there’s been so much 
war; so much pain and so much inequality’’ he deadpans. 
“When this new one comes out, you can expect the 
world to get a little safer; everyone to be paid equal 
amounts and sickness to go down dramaticallyJhs^s the 
EODM guarantee!’’ 

His bandmate is equally as reassuring. 

“Fifty years from this record, I see myself stood beside 
the next great Ronald Reagan,’’ grins Jesse ‘Boots Electric’ 
Hughes. “Saving the world from the spectre of bullshit like 
global warming; a world where everyone gets along. Me 
and Baby Duck Qosh’s EODM alter ego] have a simple 
plan and I’m incredibly homy I stay homy It’s a lot easier 
to fuck when you have a dick this hard.’’ 

Erm, quite, joking aside, new album Zipper Down 
arrives seven years on from its predecessor; during 
which time EODM - formed 1 7 years ago - have 
toured infrequently and even less so with both of 
its most famous sons onstage. But, importantly it’s 
been worth every bit of the wait - the 34 minutes 
of hypersexed punk-funk indulged on album number 
four could easily stand for being their greatest work 
yet. While it certainly has its fair share of ludicrous 
innuendos, there’s no arguing that Zipper Down is 
stacked to the teeth with grooves and infectious, 
uncontainable rock’n’roll energy. 

“I don’t pay attention to the timeframe very much,’’ 
admits josh. “It just made sense. Boots put out his solo 
record and the Queens Of The Stone Age album 
pOI 3's . . .Dke Clockwork.] was done. Him and I are 
aiwa>^ looking for an excuse to hang out together, and 
making musk was the perfect one." 

'We tend to take things as they come,'' agrees 
fronln (esse. ' 'When I wanted to make a solo 
rsconcLmy best buddy was thene encouraging 
me and excited for me. With Zipper Down, our 
operating paradigm was to make a good record that 
honours the gods - as opposed to pnelending vvehe 
the gods. We're just here to shake our dcks and have * 
a. good ijfne.'V\^L hopefolfy! Our successes are the 
direct result of our friendship, and what a truly 
unique anomaly rt a."

T heirs is a relationship that has endured 

independently of any professional commitments 
to each other; more like two friends making music, 
instead of two musicians making friends, as is often the 
case. When you’ve known each other most of your lives 
and still see each other more days than not, creative 
endeavours only account for one piece of the puzzle. 

The dynamic was there from the very off in 
adolescence, when Josh would save Jesse’s skin and, in 
turn, establish a pattern that would repeat through history 
“I think we met at his frst-ever house party’’ 
reminisces josh. “I got to this girl’s place and the local 
bullies had thrown some poor guy in the pool. So, I went 
behind the guy that did it, lifted him up and hung him out 
over the edge, asking if he wanted to get thrown in. He 
didn’t like that so much, backed away and I helped Boots 
out.That was our frst bonding experience.’’ 

The pair were barely teenagers at the time, but soon 
learned they had much in common - from construction 
family backgrounds and mutual admiration for their 
rock’n’roll idols to the working-class mentality that taught 
them any man is only as good as his word.Three decades 
on, that chemistry is now potent enough to augment

different shades within contrasting personalities that 
would, perhaps, lie otherwise dormant. 

The tongue-in-cheek tomfooleries of the album 
cover; that of lead single Complexity and indeed 
much of EODM’s spirit in general, seem to portray a 
lesser-known side of josh Homme: someone who has 
always maintained an incredibly focused artistic integrity 
and mystique.The EODM drummer/multi-instrumentalist 
explains how it’s only natural for the roller coaster 
emotions of life to manifest their way inside his various 
creative processes. And, sometimes, it can really be as 
simple as sticking a picture of your face on a nipple. 

“Well, there’s a situation for everything,’’ laughs josh. 
“There’s a time to cry a time to dance and a time to put 
ants in your pants. I take work seriously but I don’t take 
m/se/f seriously I mean, there’s a part of being a musician 
that’s just fuckin’ ridiculous. So, I just embrace that side. 
Jesse and I like to make fun of stuff And I don’t mean in 
a bad way; I mean, we make stuff fm.We fnd it easier to 
take the piss out of ourselves. . . so you don’t have to.’’ 

“josh got a bit of a reputation for being a hard, dark, 
almost-mean individual,’’ sighs Jesse, with disbelief “I took 
it very personally because he’s anything but that. It was 
very unfair He has saved my life more than once.There’s 
no way anyone can come into contact with josh and be 
unaware of the fact that he’s unique among men. 

“It’s easier to do the right things when your friend’s 
there encouraging you,’’ continues the singer “josh likes 
to see people succeed, and is the least jealous person 
I’ve ever met in my life. No-one compares to him.’’ 

And, for josh, who’s long since strayed into highest 
echelons of stardom, collaborating with the likes of Dave 
Grohl,Trent Reznor and Elton John, you wonder where 
he pinpoints the quality in Jesse he can’t find in others. 
Other than being mates, what is it about Boots and Baby 
DucktJTat irakes for such ttinllirijg rriLisicaJ dehaudwy? 

"Jesse's muse is just very hspifirtg to me,' ' beams (osh.

Could the W.A.S.P. singer/ 
guitarist be responsible for 
starting the heavy metal trend 
for massive skeletons as mic 
stands?

a “SO, THIS isn’t Wembley Arena,” notes Matt 
Tuck, eyeballing the (relatively) intimate 
surrounds of tonight’s venue. And this is 
unusual for both parties. Bullet are now 
more used to the hallowed boards of the country’s 
arenas. Tonight’s venue, meanwhile, is a theatre in Surrey, 
where upcoming attractions include the Bournemouth 
Symphony Orchestra and, um,Jim Davidson. But then, 
this new chapter in the Bullet For My Valentine story isn’t 
about the rarefied air of arenas. It’s about getting your 
hands dirty.About reconnecting with people after over a 
year out of the limelight, getting up close and personal, getting 
back in the game. And tonight, they’re possibly the most 
gloriously rowdy thing this place has ever and will ever see. 

Kicking off the storm are Japan’s coldrain.With shades 
of Deftones, 30 Seconds To Mars and a dash of Nine Inch 
Nails if you look in the right place, their dark, electro-tinged 
mini-anthems succeed by managing to be both nuanced and 
as powerful as a spade to the face.There’s nothing subtle 
about While She Sleeps, however. Tonight, the Doncaster 
Devastation Department (as we’d truly love them to be 
known) seem to have discovered a new, higher gear, and use 
it to drive a big fuckin’ steamroller made of riffs through 
Guildford. Loz Taylor spends one half of their set atop 
drummer Adam Savage’s bass drum, the other somewhere in 
the crowd, before bringing out his adorably young brother and 
sister to introduce Seven Hills.They get an enormous cheer. 
Then they do big toothy grins and leave, and Loz goes back to 
chucking himself about and roaring his nuts off. Fabulous. 

But while While She Sleeps are a hairy, feral beast. Bullet 
have been honed to deadly accuracy.There’s not a hair out 
of place, but it’s like a laser-guided assault on a mousehole. 
No Way Out. BOOM! 4Words (To Choke Upon). BOOM! 
You Want A Battle? (Here’s A War). KABOOM! There’s no 
fire, C02 or ego ramps tonight (although they do have amps 
with their logo on), and the focus is very much on reminding 
people just what a force Bullet can be.Tellingly, there’s not a 
single song from Temper Temper aired tonight, and the feeling 
in the air is one of defiance, of re-asserting their power. 
There’s a few bits of arena showboating - Badge’s guitar spot. 
Matt playing the start ofThe Last Fight alone with the crowd 
singing along - but, for the most part, this is a one-two 
double-deuce designed for maximum impact. So, no, this isn’t 
Wembley Arena. But that’s what makes tonight so exciting. 
Follow that,Jim Davidson.

Last night in London, they had to share a 
dressing room with a ton of other bands - it was 
a fcfft fraught apparently and tonight isn't much 
less chaotic, They're playing as part of a club night 
to an audience that isn't necessarify theirs. It says 
mtKh about the attitude-Jaced alchemy of their 
music thfft, sctfig by song, this empty room fills.

you hadn't heard. Biters are pretty much the gold 
standard in full-blcsoded, classic- leaning rock'n'roll.

IT WOULD be really weird to see a bill like 
this in summer. You need some autumn twilight 
just to really bring out that extra tang of doomy 
darkness. Especially when Paradise Lost -Yorkshire 
gothic doom pioneers, heralded as The European 
Metallica’ in the ’90s, currently on their best 
form in years - are bringing the gloom. Up first, 
LUCIFER. Led by the witchy Johanna Sadonis, 
wearing what appears to be a mystical bathrobe, 
they fill KOKO with seductive occult vibes and 
Sabbathy riffs, before Tribulation arrive to crank up 
the evil. Looking somewhere between Watain and 
T. Rex (maybe an undead Aerosmith), their furious, 
black-hearted metal is punctuated with bursts of 
psychedelic whimsy and far-out otherworldliness. 

Paradise Lost, meanwhile, may not have the 
theatrics, but by the sheer crushing weight and 
sweeping darkness of tunes like Gothic, As I Die 
and Enchantment, they remain the last word in 
heavy bleakness. This year’s The Plague Within 
album saw the Yorkshire legends re-grasping their 
metal roots, and tonight there’s an extra tang that 
starts with crushing newie No Hope In Sight and 
carries over into comparatively lighter, later stuff 
like No Celebration. Dark? Mate, any darker and 
you’d probably need a torch in here.

7 CANT change the world, but maybe 
I’ll change your mind’, ponders 5 
Seconds Of Summer mainman Luke 
Hemmings on Catch Fire, midway 
through his band’s second album. He isn’t actually 
singing to the naysayers or doubters - of which 
the band have many - but he might as well be. Just 
imagine if the Aussie foursome hadn’t gone on 
tour with pop-megastars One Direction. Some of 
you would be much less bothered about the band 
appearing in these pages, right? 

However, Luke, Ashton Irwin, Calum Hood and 
Michael Clifford did hit the road with Harry Styles 
and CO a couple of years bade, and they’ve since been 
unable to shake off the Not A Proper Rock Band 
label. In one sense, it’s a fair point. But here’s the 
thing: there’s a lot about Sounds Good Feels Good 


that rubbishes that entirely. 5 Seconds Of Summer 
are far more blink- 1 82 than boy band - and they’re 
out to prove it. 

It’s not just in their music, either.The Sounds 
Good Feels Good artwork, for example, looks 
like it was lifted from Green Day’s 2 1 st Century 
Breakdown era.Their street artwork campaign based 
on The New Broken Scene - 5SOS’ platform for 
their fans - is comparable to Bring Me The Horizon’s 
mysterious umbrella on That’s The SpiritThey 
even recently brought out pop-punk princes State 
Champs on tour with them down under. Again, think 
New Found Glory rather than *NSYNC. 

Interestingly, the tracks that the foursome 
unleashed pre-Sounds Good Feels Good release 
are the most ‘pop-punk’ of the lot. Opener Money 
explodes into one of the biggest anthems of the year. 


while lead single She’s Kinda Hot’s rallying chorus will 
fit in perfectly at the venues the band are used to 
filling. Elsewhere, the sprawling Fly Away is so sunny 
you could grow fruit in it, calling for: ‘A little bit of 
California, with a little bit of London sky. 5 Seconds 
Of Summer are clearly at their best when drummer 
Ashton is let loose behind his kit and the band are 
powering through huge, catchy choruses, which is 
why the slower, poppier tracks - such as Waste The 
Night and Vapor - lose a little momentum here.
